old:st janitor 
dies saturday 



Jos. Grimsdale of Chemistry 
Bldg.— Funeral Today 



The sudden death, early Saturday 
morning, of Joseph Grimsdale, janitor 
of the Chemistry and Mining Building, 
in his oStli year, was .1 great shock to 
the whole staflf of McGill University, 
professors, sindcnts and employees alike. 
Mr. Grimsdale, who was known intim- 
ately to many generations of students, 
has been connected with the department 
of Chemistry for over thirty years. He 
was assistant in turn to Dr. T. Sterry 
Hunt and Dr. B. J. Harrington, and, 
when the Chemistry and Minig Build- 
ing was erected in 1897, he became its 
resident janitor, remaining in charge of 
the building to the morning of liis 
death. He took great pride in every 
ietail of his duties and was generally 
credited with having the best kept build- 
ing on the campus. He was personally 
extremely popular with professors and 
studcntSr and although .somewhat of a 
niarlinct. lie had the respect and confi- 
dence of his staff in the Chemistry and 
Mining Building. His death is an irre- 
parable lo.ss to the (fepartmcnts of 
Chemistry, ?*lining iuid Metallurgy.

Women's Intercollegiate De- 
bate First of Kind Here

''Asiatic Immigration" Topic 
— L. Kerr Best Speaker 



The first Intercollegiate debate 
among women students took place on 
Saturday night before a record attend 
ancc of students and visitors, in the 
Convocation Hall at R.V.C. The 
subject chosen was "Resolved, that 
.Asiatic Immigration should be c.Nclud' 
cd from Canada." Qneen'-s, rcprc' 
scnted by Miss Mackerchcr and Miss 
Sutherland, took the affirmative side of 
this QUt^stion. while JfcCill. represent 
ed by Miss Joan Foster and Miss 
Lorna Kerr, upheld the negative. 
ter' a very interesting and spirited de- 
bate, Queen's University proved to be 
winners. The dcbater.s were very for 
tunatc in having for their judges Dr, 
Helen Rcid. as neutral judge, Dr. Cy 
rns Macniillan representing Queen's, 
and Dr. Leacock representing McGill. 

Miss Joan Foster, president of the 
Delta Sigma Society, opened the meet- 
ing by welcoming the visiting team 
on hetialf of the society. She also 
thanked Dr. Helen Reid. Dr. Mac- 
niillan and Dr. Leacock for their kind- 
nes.N in acting as judges, and also Miss 
llurlbatt for her help in many matters 
concerning the debate. Miss Foster 
then handed the meeting over to the 
vice-president, Miss Mas.sy-Bayly, be- 
ing herself one of the debaters. The 
vice-president announced the subject 
for the debate, and called on Miss 
Mackerchcr, tlic leader. of the aflirnia- 
tivc, to speak. 

.Miss Mackerchcr laid great emphasis 
on the necessity of having national 
unity for national 'development, and 
stated that the presence of ihe Orien- 
tal in Canada is à menace to Canadian 
unity. To form a true nation of a va- 
riety of peoples, it is noressary to as- 
similate them, and in the case of the 
Oriental peoples and the white races 
this can not be done. Miss Macker- 
chcr spoke about racial prejudice and 
showed how it existed in the schools, 
chiefly of course in British Columbia, 
where the white people refuse to let 
their children nii.x with the Orientals. 
In this connection she also spoke about 
the churches, and trade unions, and 
other agencies of assimilation includ- 
ing inter-niarriage, which, however, 
docs not occur. Because these as- 
similative agencies do not work, the 
presence of our alien body segregated 
is a distinct menace, and is very likely 
to lead to dangerous things. For ex- 
ample, the conditions of the "China- 
towns" in different cities, the danger 
of the while race being displaced by 
Oriental labor, and losing control in 
other lields too, perhaps eventually 
having control over all British. Colum- 
bia. For all these - dilTcrcnt reasons, 
said .Miss Mackerchcr, in closing, "the 
policy of cNclusion should be adopted, 
f Canada wishes to have national- un- 
ity." 

Miss Foster of the negative side was 
the ne.\t speaker. By way of intro- 
duction she said that she and her col- 
league had divided their material into 
the questions of the Japanese, the Chi- 
nese and the Hindoos. Hcfore deal-

The second rotihd of the Ititer-Fac- 
ully boxing tournament came off on 
Saturday at Molson Hall with a card 
of nine bouts, most of which proved 
fast and clever exhibitions of boxing. 
In spite of the free admission, there 
was a large attendance of fight hounds 
on. hand, including more than a few 
well known members of the faculty. 

The bouts were in the main well 
worth watching. Indeed, most of 
them were of a standard that would 
favorably compare with many of the 
professional bouts that have been seen 
in the city lately. A few of the fights, 
of course, were of that fast and fur- 
ious heavy slugging variety, with both 
competitors obscured in a swirling 
cloud of haymakers, which always 
meet with such a great reception from 
the crowd, but these were happily in 
the minority. 

The first fight of the afternoon was 
between Snow and Fullerton, of Med- 
icine, in the 125-11). class. Both men 
were, scientific, clever boxers, but nei- 
ther seieined to. bein any too good con- 
dition, although Snow had perhaps the 
advantage in this respect. The two 
men put up a great battle for the hon- 
ors, however, and the decision was a 
hard one to give, but when Snow was 
declared the winner there were jjp dis- 
senting voices. 

Caron and Reid of Medicine, in the 
1.1S-lb. class, gave a good exhibition. 
Caron took the offensive throughout, 
though neither man did .very much in 
the first roimd, but Reid not only kept 
him from hitting, but gave a few good 
pokes now and then that made Caron 
lose much of Iiis enthusiasm. Still, 
neither had any great advantage, but 
Reid landed more of his blows, and 
won the bout. 

The next bout was in the 145-lb. 
class, between Montgomery and Stan- 
field, of, Commerce. Neither man 
showed overmuch skill in boxing, but 
they made up in endeavour what they 
lacked in science. The first round 
was just one wild rush from start to 
finish, and it was a good thing for both 
men that npnc of the other's wild 
swings landed home. One of the on- 
lookers, however, who was standing 
too close to the ringside, just missed 
death by a matter of inches. In the 
next two rounds, neither man had much 
pep left, and the two showed a great 
fondness for each other's embraces, 
but Montgomery landed more blows

GIVE FUNDS 



Resolution Asking Govt to 
Provide Scholarships 



'VARsrrrs idea 



Move to Bring Students from 
Other Lands Here 



The students of the University of 
Toronto have drawn up a resolution 
regarding International Scholarships 
wliosc object will be to promote a bet- 
ter understanding between the coun- 
tries of the world. This resolution 
has been forwarded to the McGill Stu- 
dents' Society, and will be brought up 
at the open meeting of the Students' 
Council, which is being held next Wed- 
nesday. The rcsoUition, which is quite 
ambitious in scope, advocates scholar- 
ships being awarded to students of 
other countries, tenable in Canada, and 
somewhat along the lines of the fam- 
ous Rhodes scholarships. 

The letter regarding the resolution is 
here given, together with the general 
sense of the resolution itself. 

Toronto, Ont., Nov. 28, 1922. 
"The President, Students' Council — 

"Dear Sir — The enclosed copy of a 
resolution on international scholarships 
is forwarded to your organization on 
the authority of the Students' Resolu- 
tions Committee at Toronto. 

"The Committee has authorized the 
sending of this resolution to the stu- 
dent bodies of every university in Can- 
ada and it is their desire that the reso- 
lution should be placed before the stu- 
dent bodies of each university through 
their representative organizations or in 
any other manner; that whh-thc 
local form of student administration. 

"Thus it would be greatly appreciat- 
ed if you could obtain an expression 
of opinion upon this resolution from 
the student body of your university 
and then - forward the result to the 
Students' Resolutions Committee at 
Toronto. Wherever the student body 
favors the idea of the resolution but 
wishes to make some amendments of 
reservations, Ihcy are reqttested to in- 
struct their delegates to the National 
Conference of Canadian Students, con- 
cerning their wishes on the matter. 

"The delegates will then present 
these reservations at this conference 
which is being held in Convocation 
Hall, Toronto, Dec. 28th to Jan. 2nd. 
At this conference the final draft of 
the resolution will be framed and if 
the student bodies are in favour it will 
be sent to the Dominion Government 
at Ottawa. 

"The reason for the existence of this 
resolution is found in the preamble 
vtrhich expresses the feeling of some 
students that definite action ought to 
be taken on the part of Canada to 
show the practical desjre of the people 
to promote better relationships be- 
tween the coimtries of the world, it 
being taken for granted that such is 
the desire of the Canadian people. 
Since it is especially true of the other 
cotmtrics that students are the lead- 
ers of their governments, it has been 
felt by the Committee that by bring- 
ing students to Canada from other 
lands on a scholarship basis it would 
be laying the foundation of a better 
understanding of Canada by the future 
leaders of other nations. Therefore

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"A TALE OP TWO CmBS" 

In the dty of Kingston at the present time there are two elec 
tioa campaigns in progress ; the annual elections for the town coun 
dl are taking place while the students at Queen's are also about to 
elect their representatives to their Alma Mater Society. To the 
visitors in the city for the championship football game last Satur 
day there was only one of the campaigns brought forcefully to their 
attention, however, and -that was the preparations for election' day 
at the university. 

During the interval between the periods at the football game 
there wa« a mass of propaganda carried on in favour of the various 
candidates for the student offices. Banners were carried around, 
cheers were given for the nominees, and the whole place was a hot 
bed of political meetings staged by campaign managers to advertise 
the political platforms for their favourites. Down on the campus 
the scene was somewhat similar. All about the place were striking 
signs placing before the students in a forceful manner the reasons 
;„. why the various men should be elected and calling on all of the 
undergraduates to vote. 

Here at McGill elections for the Students' Council are also to 
take place but there is no feverish preparation for the events which 
will occur next Friday. The general attitude of the students seems 
to be that it would be a good idea to go down to the Union and 
vote, if they have a little time during which thfere is nothing else 
to do, and, if they do not know the candidates for office, a cross be- 
side the first name on the list will sufficiently signify their interest 
in student affairs. 

This attitude must not be allowed to continue. It is the duty 
of the candidates themselves and the men who have been active in 
^ presenting their noininations to see that nothing is left undone to 
make themselves known and to give the undergraduates an oppor- 
tunity to learn just what they intend to accomplish if they are 
elected. The proper handling of the finances and other business of 
' :JÛ>?, Students' Society are matters of the greatest import to every 
man in the university and it is essential that they should see that 
only capable men are sent in to the executive body. It is not the 
reputation for good-fellowship or the atl^letic t'ecord of a man that 
can be made the sole basis in determining whether or not he should 
be elected. These points are in a candidate's favour, of course, but 
tile all important facts arc those concerning the «business ability and 
\ initiative of the man coupled with his determination to do bis part 
in carrying on the business of the Society. 

The matters upon which the men will be asked to decide if they 
»« successful in their aspirations for office are no unimportant ones. 
They involve the expenditure of many thousands of dollars in such 
a careful manner that even the apparently insignificant outlays arc 
closely scrutinized. The present condition of student finances calls 
for an administration of the most rigid economy^ at the same time 
- demanding that the activities of the Society shall not be curtailed 
■ unless absolutely necessary. All of the matters of student policy 
will also be 'in the hands of the men who are chosen as the faculty 
X representatives and they must be of the sane, and yet progressive 
type. f . 

A proper choice of the Council members cannot be made if the 
'• '.present indifference lasts until the end of the week. Through the 
medium of the news columns qf the paper we are making every effort 
to give the undergraduates an opportunity to differentiate between 
; the candidates, but the newspaper announcements should only be 
'. 'one part of the general campaign. The plan adopted by one of the 
parties in the last Mock Parliament is worthy of consideration. On 
that occasion th« supporters of the party went about the Campus 
giyitlg "stump" speeches and they proved to be very successful. "A 
pimiiar idea, if it -were adopted by the campaign managers for the 
Various candidates, would serve to add interest to the elections and 
ht very useful in making known- the programmes for the coming year. 

There are many ways in which the elections can be brought 
|o tile attention of the students but the initiative rests largely with 
amall groups of individuals. The Undergraduate societies can do 
Iheir part in calling meetings at which the candidates can speak and 
{he classes are also in a position to add .to the general interest. 
Whatever is done must be done quickly. The present attitude must 
not be allowed to grow upon the students. 



A WORTHY MOTIVE 

Much is to he said in favour of the plan submitted in this issue, 
as received from the University of Toronto, for a genuine effort 
being made by the universities of Canada to promote the cultiva- 
^" international outlook among the students by the estab-

It is evident that relations between this and other states 
can not be better brought to a satisfactory basis, than by instilling

Another significant feature of the programme is the presenta- 
i to the Dominion Government of the collegians' sentiments 
^f!which should serve to bring home to our legislators the impression 
that the colleges are evincing an interest in national affairs and in- 
ternational connections, and, furthermore, that they are capable of 
exercising a real and permanent influence for the welfare of our 
country. Let us hope that the proposition will receive the hearty 
tndorsation of the student body ; more important Still that the merits

Senior Rugby Honours Go to 
College Team 



CLEAN-CUT WIN 



Edmonton Team Unable to 
Cope with End Runs 



For the first time since 1893 Queen's 
captured the Senior Rugby cliampionshtp 
of Canada. Coming up from the cellar 
position in the Intercollegiate League to 
the championship in a year. After hav 
ing to play an extra game to g'et the col- 
lege honour, scoring a win by a single 
point from Argos. The tri-colourcd 
team won the final contest in a clean-cut 
manner that left no doubt but that the 
best team won. 

For almost tliree periods the game was 
an even fight. Queens were slow on get- 
ting away and lacked their spirit which 
made them victor over Toronto and Ar- 
gos. When they did have a break in luck 
however, they swept their opponents be- 
fore ti^ein and scored in a clean-cut man- 
ner. 

Queen's won the toss and Shicmati 
kicked off against a very light wind. 

Leadlcy returned the kick to Elks' ."ÎO 
yard line, where Darnian was downed. 
McAllister returned. Fraser got first 
yards through centre. On next dowi 
Edmonton made no gain.

the world, and n the belief , that only 
through the' development of a mutual 
understanditig between races and na- 
tions can war be eliminated as an 
agent of settling international dis- 
putes, go on record, through our rep- 
resentative organizations as in favour 
of the forwarding of a resolution to 
His Majesty's Government of the Do- 
minion of Canada requesting: 

"That the Government of the Do- 
minion of Canada set aside annually a 
sum of money sufficient for the pur- 
pose of awarding scholarships to the 
countries and in the manner as here- 
inafter set forth: 

"(1) — Twenty-two scholarships to be 
awarded to graduates of the universi- 
ties of Canada for the purpose of pur- 
suing post-graduate studies at any uni- 
versity in any country chosen tiy the 
students elected to these scholarships, 
"(a)— The distribution of these 
scholarships as between universities 
to be based upon the enrolment of 
students in the universities of Can- 
ada.. 

"(2)— Fifteen scholarships to be 
awarded among the members of the 
British Empire excluding Canada, not 
more than two scholarshpis to be 
awarded at any one time to any one 
British Dominion or colony except that 
five be awarded lannually to India. 

"(3) — Sixty-four scholarships to be 
awarded on the following basis: South 
America, five; China, five; Japan, five; 
Russia, five; Austria, three; Czecho- 
slovakia, three; Spain, two; Italy, 
three; Bulgaria, two; Roumania, two; 
Turkey, two; Greece, two; Portugal, 
one; France, fix-e; Germany, five; Hol- 
land, three; Denmark, three; Norway 
and Sweden, four; Finland, two; Po- 
land, two." 

The second clause of the resolution 
deals in detail with the final condi- 
tions of the scholarships. The schol- 
arships are to be awarded for a period 
of two years, with a value of $1,500, 
plus transportation to and from the 
country to which the scholarship is 
awarded . 

The third clause defines the condi- 
tions of eligibility for a scholarship. 
The students eligible will have to be 
graduates of some recognized univcrr 
sity, which grants degrees of the same 
standard as those of recognized Cana- 
dian universities, and must not be 
over twenty-one years of age. 

The next clause provides for the ap- 
pointment of a board for the purpose 
of allocating the scholarships to the 
different countries, and with the power 
to decide which university in Canada 
the students elected • to the scholar- 
ships shall attend. This will be de- 
cided according to the course desired 
and the academic standing of the stu- 
dent.- 

The fifth and final clause proposes 
to grant exemption from the u.sua! 
head tax to students coming to Canada 
under these scholarships from China.

VISIT MONTREAL 

At the Windsor Hotel on Saturday 
night the members of the McGill Elng- 
lish Rugby team were the guests of 
the Montreal club on the occasion of 
their annual dinner. 

The chief incident of the evening 
was the presentation by A. D. McTier 
of a challenge cup to the Montreal 
club, emblematic of the championship 
of Eastern Canada, to which they were 
entitled by defeating McGill a month 
ago. 

Their right to it would have been 
challenged by the Maritimers had there 
been any prospect of covering the ex- 
penses of the journey, but as it was 
popular support in Halifax enabled 
Montreal to send a team thither", with 
some aid from McGill. 

Mr. McTier gave as his chief rea- 
son for supporting the English rugby 
code, the fact that it was played every- 
where in the British Ethpire except in 
Canada and indicative of imperial un- 
ity.. 

Professor Mathews, president of the 
Quebec Rugby Football Union, point- 
ed oitt the difficulties of giving an ade- 
quate exhibition of the game consid- 
ering the small number of its support- 
ers, but that after all the game should 
be and was played for its intrinsic 
value, and that by constant practice 
only a high standard of play could be 
achieved. • ' 

Captain Cooper, in thanking the club 
on the behalf of McGill for their hos- 
pitality, said that 'Varsity was enter- 
ing a team next year so that the mon- 
otony of a twoiteam league would be 
broken. 

Mr. V. Fosbery in a short speech 
stated that if ever the English game 
were to become a national institution 
it would have to be through the 
agency of the schools; but as a place 
on a college team is the ambition of alt 
school boys, and incidentally that half 
the McGill Intercollegiate team con- 
sisted of L.C.C. boys two years ago, 
the Canadian code would be employ- 
ed at school as long as it was the 
major sport at college* 



and gained the decision. 

The bout between Sherwin and Mc- 
Kenna of Medicine in the I18-lb. class 
was a good one, and the two men 
made good use of what they iiad learn- 
ed about boxing.

Dewis did his best, but failed to have 
much eifect on Neroutiios, who was 
landing most of his btons at will. The 
fight was stopped in the third round. 

In the 158-lb. class, Marshall met 
Cooke of Science. This was a good, 
fast bout. Each man showed a good 
knowledge of the game, and both used 
his skill to advantage, and hit hard 
and often. Marshall, however, was a 
little too much for Cooke to handle, 
for though the latter at first took the 
offensive, he seemed unable to make 
his blows tell, and Marshall then be- 
gan to force the fighting, after Cook 
had worn himself out, and finished a 
winner. 

•Another bout in the 14S-lb. class 
followed, between Champion and Plant 
of Science. The two were in fine con- 
dition, and there was not a great deal 
to choose between the two. Champion 
was the agressor all through the bout, 
although Plant was perhaps the more 
skillful boxer of the two. However, 
Plant did very little of the fighting, 
ns he did rather .too much covering 
up, and was not agressive enough, and 
Champion was awarded the decision. 

The last bout, between Newball 
and Dewar, of Arts, in the 13S-lb. 
class, was rather a frost. Almost the 
very first blow that Dewar aimed land- 
ed with a smack on Newball's jaw, and 
'ic went down for the count of four, 
though he rose to one knee before the 
count was finished; he seemed to have 
neither the energy nor the desire to 
rise further, and was counted out. 

Most of Saturday's winners will take 
part in some bouts at a smoker at St. 
Anne's early in the week, where it 
will be decided who is to continue to 
the final round of eliminations. . The 
quality of the bouts so far in the pre- 
liminaries gives good prospects for 
some great battles in the Inter-Fac- 
ulty finals which are due to come oif in

The regular boxing classes at Mol- 
son Hall every Tuesday and Thursday 
afternoon will still be continued, and 
every man in college who has any 
skill with the gloves is urged to turn 
out and show what he can do.

She emphasized the fact of 
jweliig a question of practical politics 
Sa spoke of the political dangers 
which' -ivould follow if the Oriental 
were not excluded. "H we do not ex- 
clude them," said Miss Sutherland, 
"we might as well give them British 
Columbia now Do we w^nt a little 
- Orient in the West?" She went on 
to speak about the difficulties of en- 

■ .franchisement with regard to the Or- 
iental and spoke of the troubles in the 
.United States in regard to this point . 

: Miss Sutherland maintained that ex- 
; elusion would better our relations with 
. ,','I*i$ari',' because Japan knows the pol- 
■;.'l^y;' of exclusion, having exercised it 
., !\erse1f in Korea, for example. She is 
; only being asked to do what she does 
herself and because of this straight- 
forward British policy she would re- 
ispect her more. In speaking of the 
Hindoos, Miss Sutherland maintained 
. that they, for the most part, were not 
^.anxious to come to Canada, and that 
^ thpsc who did so were violating the 
licWs-pî the Empire by coming to a 
/. self-grovcrning dominion. This latter 
argument was refuted very ably by 
Miss Kerr, in her dealing of the Hin- 
-dop question. Miss Sutherland con- 
' eluded with a very clear and concise 
• siimmary of the different points by 
ivJiicK they maintained that the pol- 
^icy of exclusion should be adopted by 
.ithe government. 
^^^'^^^ Kerr, tin- second speaker on 
"•^Sr"*'^''"' "■^'^ tl""" called on to 
;Ç^i)5I^èak. Before dealing with her sub- 

■ jèçt, Miss Kerr very brilliantly refut- 
ed lour or five arguments brought for- 
ward by the opposing team, which in- 
cluded such important tMue< ais the / 
JBIiemolcwment question, conditions in J 



Chinatown, and the selling of votes by 
the Orientals. She then went on to 
speak abotil the Hindoos. Since 98 
per cent of the Hindoos in India are 
Sikhs, Miss Kerr dealt spccificallv with 
the Sikhs and •slinv.'ed that ihcv are 
British .subjrcij-, and for that and many 
other reasons, for example, their mili- 
tary record, being imder the same 
king-, and worshipping the same God, 
they have a right to be allowed to 
come to Canada. "We tannot have 
inleniafionallsm until we have true 
iniprriali>.ni." <.aiH Mi.^s Kerr, 

In .'praking of the Chinese, Miss 
Kerr enipha.«ized the nccesiitiy of giv- 
ing them a chance to Mifmffate, one 
of the chief reasons for tfifs being the 
question of 'labour. She maintained 
that the ("hiiirsr work more cheaply, 
do useful and good work, and do what 
01 hers refuse to do. Since Canadian 
land needs cultivation this Chinese la- 
hour is necessary' both for the quality 
of the work and the cost. Taking a 
broader aspect of the question of ex- 
clusion, "what nation," said Miss Kerr, 
"cannot contribute something to Can- 
adian ideals?" 

.Miss Mackercher then made good 
use of the seven minutes allowed her 
for rebuttal, after which Miss Massy- 
Bayly asked the judges to retire and 
con.^ider their decision. After a short 
interval during which a few points 
were raised by certain interested mem- 
bers in the audience, the judges re- 
entered the hall and Dr. Leacock 
nounted the platform to give the anx- 
iously awaited for verdict. After hav- 
ing kept the audience for several min- 
utes in a high state of suspense and 
amusement,- he said that he knew it 
was against the rules to say who was 
the best speaker of the evening, but, 
if it were permitted to say so, she was 
on the team which was not the winner. 
He then stated that it was the unani- 
mous decision of the judges that 
Queen's University had won the de- 
bate. After the Queen's yell and the 
R.V..C. yell, Miss Mackcrcher thank- 
ed the judges and then the meeting 
broke up and dancing followed. 

It was afterwards officially learned 
that the judges unanimously agreed 
that Miss Lorna Kerr, with regard to 
the speaker's art, was the best speaker 
of the evening, her manner and de- 
livery being most pleasing and nat- 
ural . „ 



Yesterday afternoon the fourth scries 
of lectures and debates nf iiinent in 
terest to the student in aftail■^ of ciil 
turc, social and univeiTal education, was 
held in the Ladies' Ordinary, Windsor 
Hotel, before the Maecahacan Circle. 

Otto Klincbcrg, president of the Cir- 
cle, called the mccliiiR to order. A 
short business m'ecting ensued, alter 
which Professor Goldenweiser, the speak 
cr of the afternoon, was introduced. 

Prof. Goldenweiser occupies the 
unique position of being one of tile 
first ineinbcrs on the staff of the new 
School of Social Research in New 'Vork 
Born and sducatcd in Russia, he has 
developed a tendency at an cary age to 
study the social and psychological con 
diiions of his country, and furthcrcd'his 
studies, in Berlin. 

Coming to .^merica, he entered the 
Universitj' of Columbia. His publica- 
tions, "Early Civilization," essays deal 
ing on psyclio-analytiral probhnis, have 
appeared in the nioiitlily review of tlic 
.■\tltantic, and other well known maga- 
zines. 

Prof. Goldenweiser opened his lecture 
by .speaking .ibout the social and psycho- 
logical conditions that exist in the minds 
of men and women in Euionc and on the 
North American Continent to-day. Many 
of them are occupying positions possess 
cd the minds of 12 and 14-ycar old chil- 
dren, as i)roven by the many p.sycho-an- 
alytical tests carried out in many centres 
of the world to-day. .\nd many chil- 
dren were nnllt to enter lligii ."^rhool, be 
ing mentally dclicient. The only means 
of rectifying this at the present time, he 
slated, were through instilling the pro- 
per nietliods of education into the minds 
of the young. . 

Several Asiatic countries were taking a 
stand on one side, agâinit the Anglo 
speaking and while race. Although not 
a iirm believer in this matter, to avoid 
actualities certain mfethods would ifa of 
great benefit. 

These methods he then outlined as 
first. Education, and in this way chang- 
ing the minds in the lives of men and 
women to assume the right attitude to- 
wards the abolition of racial prejudice.
